At each month’s meeting we will feature a different microphone. This is to 
give members some firsthand experience with how different microphones 
work and sound. If you have an interesting one to share, let me know. 


The Heil 781 is a fine sounding commercial level microphone. At January’s Doug, K6JEY 
meeting it seemed very strong and represented the speakers well. The 

Electro Voice RE 16 and 18 are broadcast microphones that are almost identical. The RE18 has better vi- 
bration isolation. They have an excellent frequency response and cardioid pattern. A slight majority of mem- 
bers liked the RE18 over the other two. 


This month we will have the extraordinary privilege of having the use of an RCA 77DX ribbon microphone. 
These are the industry standard and have a wonderful sound. | will also bring a modern ribbon— a Cascade 
Victor—which is a Chinese made microphone set up and adjusted locally. It is a great sounding micro- 
phone, but an RCA? Come to the meeting and we will compare the two. At other meetings we will hear 
from other ribbon, dynamic and condenser microphones. Many thanks to Jerry K6QU for sharing his great 
RCA ribbon this month and thanks to Jay, K6RIY, for donating a nice Atlas mic stand.

Editorial: Improving Contacts During DXpeditions

As a newer Dxer, | can’t claim as many DX misbehavior stories as other SCDXC members have harvested 
over their lifetimes. But! also haven’t met everyone in our club yet. 


Yes, there is a “DX Code of Conduct” our club actively promotes. But | believe we need to augment that DX 
Code with simple “self-education’—which just a catchy expression or two might accomplish. With enormous 
costs for staging DXpeditions to many locations, a waning sunspot cycle, and other demands on everyone’s 
time, our hobby needs to ensure every DXpedition is as productive as possible. There simply won't be 
enough funds in the amateur radio community to finance repeated DXpeditions to everywhere in our remain- 
ing lifetimes. 


Tromelin Island’s reported DXer misbehavior (i.e., DXers not using split, encouraging “the frequency police” 
who made matters worse), various DXing incidents I’ve witnessed, and a look at ourselves suggest an easy 
to remember phrase might help. Think how the expression “Don’t Drink and Drive” reduces to four words 
much Department of Motor Vehicles handbook information and fine print accompanying annual vehicle regis- 
tration. (Unfortunately, some still drink and drive.) Perhaps ham radio needs something like “Get It Down, 
Then Speak Up” to remind of possible split operations. DXpedition operators should also frequently state 
they are running split—quite beneficial, but it too is sometimes not “received” by DXers. 


Regrettably, human cognitive skills and brain processing power decline with age—and hams are generally an 
aging group. (For the record, | am aging too and will be eligible for Medicare in March.) Many DXing offend- 
ers I’ve heard appear to be long-time experienced hams and it would be incorrect to call all of them “lids.” 
Something else must be happening. 


What | sadly see in life: when cognition ability drops behavior often becomes driven by quick-tempered or 
impulsive actions—especially when anxiously hunting for an object or answer. Much like a former U.S. Vice 
President who impulsively shot at a quail without recognizing a fellow hunter in the line of fire, there are urges 
to shoot on the DX station’s TX frequency without recognizing the situation. 


Action | observed on 10-meter RTTY last November when ZD8JR operated from Ascension Island illustrates 
this problem. This DX operator’s instructions could not have been clearer: as he finished every QSO, he al- 
ways sent: “(other station call) TU DE ZD8JR UP.” But one U.S. station consistently didn’t read the “...UP” 
and kept calling repeatedly on ZD8JR’s TX frequency. In desperation, this U.S. station started sending his 
call six times, then nine times sequentially in futile attempts to get ZD8JR’s attention. 


| was on split for 20 minutes in this mess and finally got through to ZD8JR, despite the apparent “lid” still ig- 
noring the word “UP” and calling on ZD8JR’s TX frequency. Last week ZD8JR confirmed my QSO via LoTW, 
reminding me about that U.S. operator who didn’t read. Then horror struck: while looking at our club roster 
for purposes of preparing this month’s newsletter | noticed the offending RTTY DXer trying to reach ZD8JR is 
another Southern California DX Club member (albeit one I’ve never seen or met because he lives outside the 
L.A.-Orange County area.) His qrz.com listing indicates he is a long-time ham with a higher class license. 

He really wasn’t a “lid’—his cognitive skills just weren't there. 


So please, for the honor of our hobby and the honor of our club: “Get It Down, Then Speak Up” when operat- 
ing DX. I’m all ears if you have another simple expression or solution to recommend.

Field Checking of QSL Cards 
by N6QQ and N6HC 


QSL cards for new DXCC awards and endorse- 
ments may be checked by an approved DXCC 
Card Checker. This program applies to any 
DXCC award for an individual or station. Awards 
available can be found in Section |: Basic Rules, 
Rule 1. 


1) Entities Eligible for Field Checking: 


With an exception for 160 meters, cards for all 
current and deleted entities dating back to No- 
vember 15, 1945 can be checked. Cards for 160 
Meters can only be checked by card checkers 
who currently hold an active 160 Meter DXCC. 
Check out the complete list of DXCC 160 Meter 
Card Checkers. 


CQ AWARDS... 

CQ Awards except 160 Meter WAZ, Digital WAZ, 
6 Meter, Satellite, EME and 5BWAZ endorse- 
ments and new 5BWAZ applications with 170 or 
more zones.

Kish Island got off to a rough start, with most West 
Coast DXers unable to work this DXpedition. 


One furious California DXer posted on a discussion 
group that the Northern California DX Foundation 
should demand the EP6T team return the NCDXF’s 
donation. This DXer felt the EP6T DXpedition did not 
make a serious enough effort to work U.S. West 
Coast stations when propagation was most favorable. 


“Satisfaction guaranteed or your money back” has 
been commonplace with many consumer products.

Islands DXpedition: their chartered ship will cost $310,000 


Dear Southern California DX Club Members: 


From N6HC & the Intrepid-DX Group: 


As a follow-up to my presentation at the January DX Club meeting, | am writing to seek your sponsorship for a major 
DXpedition to South Sandwich and South Georgia Islands in January/February 2016. These islands are currently ranked 
by Club Log as the #4 and #9" most wanted DXCC entities. At the time of their activation one year from now, they will 
be #3 and #7 after Navassa and Heard Island are activated. 


This is essentially two 10-day DXpeditions to two very remote and expensive islands to access. Our Vessel charter is in 
excess of $310,000 and our total expenses will be $425,000. We earnestly need the support of the global DX Commu- 
nity to make these activations a success. We will be QRV for eight full days from each island.

Exact dates: We depart for the islands on January 8", 2016 and return on February 12", 2016. We will activate South 
Sandwich first.

What Happened Last Month and What to Expect This Month

Propagation last month was not as good as the prior month. In fact the sun may be signaling the decline 
of this cycle. Hopefully it will hold out for one more Spring. If that is the case then there is a slight chance 


of good 6-meter propagation. 


It will take a few months to call it but if we do not get another spike in the Solar Flux index then we are 
past the second peak and it is a slow decent into the end of the cycle. The sunspot count is shrinking as 
well as the activity of the sunspots that are there! Time to put those low band antennas! We will be 
spending a lot of time on 20, 40, and 80! 


From a reliable source: No one knows what is going to happen next. It is so far out of the norm that even 
solar scientists are stumped!. @
